Western Pacific campaigns, the 
battle of Okinawa took a toll of 
35,110 Americans killed and woun- 
ded up to four weeks ago, and cost 
the enemy more than 90.000 dead.

lent, U. S. Tenth army forces still I 
hammered with tanks and flame-1 
throwers at two small pockets on 
the southern tip of the Island, mop- 
ping up a handful of Japanese who 
refused to surrender. 


Adm. Chester W. Nimltz In a 
special communique declared all or-1 
ganlzed resistance had been crush- j 
ed.His announcement 
was 
made 


shortly after Gen. Douglas MacAr- 
thur reported from Manila Gen. 
Joseph W. Stilwell, chief of army 
ground forces, would

Three Days After Buckner Killed. 


Victory was proclaimed only three 


days after Stilwell's 
predecessor, 


Lt. Gen. Simon Bolivar Buckner, 
Jr., was killed by a Japanese shell 
burst as he watched the final, de- 
cisive assault. 
It fulfilled Buckner's prediction, 


made a short time before he was 
struck down, it was unlikely the 
enemy could hold out more than 
a week longer.

3 Additional Polio Cases 
In Corsicana Area Brings 
Total to Twelve For June

Three new reported cases of poliomyelitis in the Cor- 


sicana area made Wednesday the blackest day of the 
epidemic and brought forth a statement from Dr. Will 
Miller, acting director of the Corsicana-Navarro Health 
department, saying "tin's is the fastest growing epidemic 
we have ever had here and the worst months for polio- 
myelitis, July and August, are yet to come." 


These new cases of polio brought to a round dozen 


the number of victims in the Uorsicana area. In 1943, 
Corsiep.ra's worst epidemic year in the past, only 12 cases 
were reported up through September. If the present epi- 
demic rulls on unchecked, 1943'g record will be far over- 
shadowed. 


New Cases Reported. 
* 


The latest victims of the dread 
disease were an 
11-year-old 
boy 


who lives in the 100 block of Kerr 
Avenue (route 3); a 10-year-old 
boy from New Iberia, La., who Is 
visiting relatives on route 8, and a 
six-year-old lad who lives in the 
1100 block of West Eleventh ave- 
nue. One of these cases was re- 
ported In Wednesday's Dally Sun, 
and the other two were diagnosed 
too late to catch the afternoon edl- 
tlon. 


Worst Day of Epidemic. 


"Wednesday wns the worst day 


of the epidemic," Dr. Miller said. 
"So far we have not boon able to 
curtail the spread of the disease. 
On the other hand 
It becomes 


more alarming with each new re- 
ported case. It is for this reason 
that we must continue to urge co- 
operation in the cleanup cam- 
paign." 


"There have been a number of 


fine reports on the drive, while on 
the other hand some 
Individuals 


feel it is not necessary to do no 
much," Dr. Miller declared. 'It is 
our sincere desire thai every cltl- 
zen will do his part, thereby mak- 
ing the campaign short and effec- 
tive. 
Further, wo hope that ev- 


eryone will maintain the highest 
standard of cleanliness, both per- 
sonally and about his premises, and 
report any instances of negligence 
of which he Is aware. 


Cleanup Drive Important. 


"A thorough cleanup campaign, 


as has been emphasized in the 
past, is not only designed to help 
In preventing additional Infantile 
paralysis, but also it will render 
untold benefits in the prevention 
of typhus, typhoid fever and other 
communicable diseases," Dr. Miller 
said. 


Dr. Miller's message came at a 
time when the cleanup campaign 
was well under way, although still 
not completed, in all sections of

within 200 yards of one of the pa- 
tient's home, "a dumping ground 
for slaughter housr offal" 
and 


"within 100 yards of the same pfl- 
ticnt were located stock pens." 


"It was learned from the local 


sanitarian," Wukasch said, "that 
there were 
approximately 1,400 


homes in the city that were not 
connected to the city sewerage dis- 
posal system." 


Cleanup Plans Completed.. 


A countywide mnsa meeting was 


held shortly thereafter, on June 6, 
to complete plans for the cleanup 
campaign. 
Meanwhile, few days 


went by in which another case of 
polio was not reported. 


Over and over again, state and 


local health officials have empha- 
sized the need of a thorough and 
wholehearted cleanup drive if the 
health of Navarro County citizens 
is not to be jeopardized.

A survey made recently by the 
women's bureau of the U. S. la- 
bor department, reveals that moro 
womon wnr.t Industrial and other 
employment after the war than 
earlier reports indicated. This en- 
larges the problem of providing 
jobs for all men and women now 
employed, and millions of return- 
ed veterans. 


The bureau reports that women 


do not want to exclude veterans 
from jobs, but they do want.con- 
sideration for themselves in peace 
time Industry. 


Personal interview-surveys havu 
been made by the women's bureau 
In eleven scattered centers, 


Detroit Survey. 
A Detroit survey showed 
tnnt 
three of every four women work- 
ers plan to contalnuo working: af- 
ter the defeat of Japan, and that 
85 per cent of those who want 
peacetimes jobs must 
earn their 
own living. 
Many have depend- 
ents. 


A Buffalo survey shows that of 
the 
114,000 women employed in 
Erie county, New York, 80 per 
cent expect to continue working 
after the war. 
Many of the 23,000 


v/ho plan to quit working

the war look forward to homes 
of their own when their husbands 
nre discharged from the 
armed 
forces. 
A majroity of the Buffc.- 
lo women who want peace-time 
jobs live at home and contribute 
to the support of their families, 
according to the Women's Bureau. 
The number of employed wo- 
men In the nation increased from 
11,260.000 In 1940 to 17,750,000 in 
April, 1345. 
In 1940, 1,830,OOC wo- 
men were listed as unemployed.

College Station authorities report a 


high increase in weevil damage during the 
past week. A State average of 36 per cent 
of the squares examined was found in- 
fested as compared with 21.7 per cent the 
previous week. Injurious numbers of flea 
hoppers were also reported. 


Square examinations in many sections 


of Navarro County indicate a heavy in- 
festation of both weevils and flea hoppers 


, at this time, and unless control measures 
are employed immediately serious dam- 
age will result. 


To control fleas three applications of 


12 pounds sulphur each should be used at 
seven-day intervals, and to kill the weevil 
6 pounds of calcium arsenate should be 
used in the same manner.
